Assistant Agriculture Secretary Rich­

The 30 per cent rule will cut most 
heavily into benefits for single persons 
and two-person households including 
many elderly people, and into aid for 
other families near the top of the 
stam p eligibility scale.

DENVER (UP!) - Jam es “ Buster” 
Snider is back on patrol and the motor­ 
ists of District I will know it soon 
enough. 
Described by his peers as a “ by the 
book cop,” Snider set department re- 
cords by writing 100,000 traffic tickets 
in eight years. In I960, his first year on 
the beat he issued 5,000 tickets, H* 
once wrote 94 tratlic tickets in one

Refinery workc-rs 
in 3 cities reject 
pact, go on strike 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Members 
of the Oil, Chemical & Atomic Workers 
Union Struck Union Oil Co. refineries 
at three California cities Friday, r< 
jected the com pany's final contract of­ 
fer and left talks at an impasse. 
More than 500 OCAW members wal­ 
ked off their jobs at Wilmington, while 
400 went on strike at the Rodeo plant 
near San Francisco and another 65 lefl 
their jobs at Santa Maria. 
“ Negotiations reached an impasse 
with the Union Oil Co. and we com­ 
menced the strike at approximately 12 
neon (PST),“ said OCAW district di- 
rector Charles Armin. 
The union has been on strike against 
the company’s Chicago 
plant since 
Jan. 10. 
Union Oil, which plans to continue 
operation of its refineries with super­ 
visory and technical personnel, said 
the workers rejected its last offer of a 
32 per cent pay hike over 18 months 
and increased fringe benefits.

Influenza nearing 'epidemic stages' 


ATLANTA (UPI) — The National 
Center for Disease Control says deaths 
resulting from influenza outbreaks acr­ 
oss the nation have ri*»en substantially 
above normal expectations, crossing 
the “ej>idemic threshold” lor the first 
time in two years. 
The number ol 
deaths last week 
were more than 290 higher than the 
CDC had projected in the 121 m ajor 
U.S. cities from which the center gath­ 
ers statistics. 
The CDC said influenza outbreaks 
have spread throughout most of the 
United States and for the first time 
since the winter cf 1972-73, flu deaths 
increased substantially aoove the ex­ 
pected levels. 
Normally about 531 deaths are ex­ 
pected from oneumonia and influenza 
during the second week of January. 


intluenza-like illness by hospital em er­ 
gency room visits, private physican re­ 
ports and school absenteeism indicate 
that localized outbreaks of flu are oc­ 
curring in the Midwestern and Eastern 
Seaboard of the United States. 
Corey said only the east south cen­ 


tral and south Atlantic regions have re­ 
ported increased influenza mortality 
for two consecutive weeks, indicating 
that the illness is m ore widespread in 


these two areas than elsewhere in the 


nation.

An explosion touched off by a 
natural gas compressor leak 
Friday blasted out the sides 
of a chemical plant, rattled 
homes 25 miles away and in­ 
jured three workers.

City seeking aid money to 
loan tools to low incomers

Claremont will apply for $19,000 ot 
Housing and Community Development 
Act funds to outfit a mobile van with 
portable tools which residents could 
borrow to “spruce up” their homes. 
The three women on the City Council 
provided the necessary vote to seek the 
funds from the federal government 
Tuesday night. 
The application as originally written 
by the city staff caused concern by 
Councilmen 
Frank 
Hungerford 
and 
Gene Block who felt that such an oper­ 
ation would compete with local con­ 
tractors and builders. 
The application had called for hiring 
of a man who would advise residents 
of low and moderate income how to 
improve their homes, and may be 
available for half a day to lend an ex­ 
tra pair of hands. 
Block moved to deny the application, 
but Councilwoman Eleanor Cohen said 
she thought some elements of the plan 
had merit. Mayor Rertye Smith and 
Councilwoman Claire McDonald agreed 
that the concept of a mobile van with 
tools to lend out was good. 
Block's motion was defeated, 3-2. 
After changing some wording so that 
only tools could be loaned to residents 
and not manpower. Mrs. McDonald 
moved to approve the application, and 
it passed, 3-2. 
The mobile van application must be 
submitted to the U.S. Department ot 
Housing and Urban Development as an 


“innovative project.” 
The council also approved an appli­ 
cation for $25,000 of “innovative” funds 
to enter into an agreement with HUD 
to buy 10 FHA. five VA, and tour pri­ 
vately owned homes, to rehabilitate 
them and to satisfy standards for FHA 
mortgage financing. 
The council also approved an agree­ 
ment with the county for cooperative 
sharing of Housing and Community De­ 
velopment Act funds in the unincorpo­ 
rated areas and cities under 50,000 po­ 
pulation for the first year of the new 
HUD program. 
City Manager Norman King reported 
to the council that an unofficial tally 
shows that. Claremont should receive 
about $89,000 in funds the first year, 
and perhaps as much as $265,000 tor 
the third year if the county distributes 
funds to cities under 50.000 using the 
same formula as HUD has used to dis­ 
tribute funds to cities over 50,000. 
In other matters, the council: 
—Set a public, hearing Jan. 28 to con­ 
sider a Planning Commission recom­ 
mendation that Grand Avenue not be a 
diagonal street ¡rom Base Line Road 
to the Thompson Creek Channel, on the 
city’s General Plan map but follow 
Mills Avenue north to Pomello Drive 
and west to the channel. 
—Set a public hearing Jan. 28 to con­ 
sider rezoning of property at 454 W. 
Base Line Road from single-family 
residential to commercial-professional. 


Traffic panel rejects idea 
of Delaware Drive stop sign 


The Claremont Traffic Safety Com- 
mission has recommended to the City 
Council that a stop sign not be in­ 
stalled on Delaware Drive at Oxford 


Avenue. 
The commission followed the recom­ 
mendation of Public Works Director 
Paul E. Cook who said there have 
beer, no accidents correctible by a stop 
sign, traffic volume on Delaware is ex­ 
tremely low. and sight distance tor ve­ 
hicles entering Delaware is excellent. 
Because not all necessary informa­ 
tion was available, the commission has 
rabled the matter of a proposed side­ 
walk on Foothill Boulevard from Ber­ 
keley Avenue to Indian Hill Boulevard.

The first $100 in cash dividends re­ 
ceived on 
your 
stock 
holdings 
is 
exempt from" the federal income tax. 
Thu. is called the dividend exclusion. 
On joint returns each spouse is en­ 
titled to the $100 exclusion it each has 
received that much more in dividends 
m his or her own name or on stock 
held jointly. Unless you live in one of 
the eight Community Property states 
where all community income is consid- 
red jointly owned, neither spouse may 
use any part of the other's unused $100 
exclusion. 
In a non-Community Property state, 
it a couple receives $400 in dividends, 
but the husband’s share was $320 on 
stock held in his own name and the 
wife received $80 on stock owned in 
her name, their joint exclusion would 
be $180 
Had all the stock been held jointly, 
as it is assumed to be in Community 
Propertv states, hey would have been 
entitled to the full $100 exclusion. 
Dividends cn life insurance are not 
taxable. They are not regarded as true 
dividends, but as a return ot a pan ot 
your premiums. It K part of your own 
money coming back to you. 
Ownership of mutual fund shares 
frequently creates problems in the re­ 
porting of dividends. A typical dividend 
statement from a mutual fund will re­ 
port gross distributions, nontaxable dis­ 
tributions, return of capital and capital 
gains dividends. Which figure do you 
use? 
Here is the way to handle it. First 
report the gross dividends. Now sub­ 


tract the nontaxable dividends. By de­ 
finition they are not taxable. Now take 
out the return of capital distributions. 
F inally remove the capital gam divi­ 
dends. The amount remaining is sub­ 
ject. to tbe $100 dividend exclusive. 
Now you have some reconciliation to 
do. While the return of capital is not 
taxable—it is part ot yout own money 
coming back to you—it calls for a 
bookkeeping entry on your records. If 
your mutual fund investment cost you 
$5,000 and vou have a $200 return of 
capital, you must record your present 
investment in your shares as $4.800. 
When you later sell them for more or 
less than that you will have either a 
capital gain or loss. 
Capital gain dividends receive spe­ 
cial tax treatment. Enter 50 per cent 
of the capital gain distribution on line 
34 of Form 1040. 
The nontaxable distribution repre­ 
sents earnings on tax-exempt municip­ 
al bonds. Thai is why it is remQved 
trom the total.

The city fell in the autumn 
of 1939 to the Germans aLer 
s t u b b o r n resistance.

Malpractice crisis 
ups hospital cost

The California-based Argo­ 
naut Insurance Co. will no 
longer ofter malpractice cove­ 
rage for hospitals in 14 of the 
28 states where it currently 
provides such insurance, AHA 
said in its newsletter, Hospi­ 
tal Week. 
“The 
insurance 
company 
said that it was eliminating 
coverage in those states, in 
most cases effective no later 
than April 1, because the firm 
has been losing money and is 
divesting itself of coverage 
that is least profitable,” the 
newsletter said. 
An AHA official estimated 
that Argonaut is shucking $20 
million-$25 million worth of 
hospital 
malpractice 
insur­ 
ance. 


“ I doubt very much if it 
uould affect the type of care 
you would get (in a canceled 
hospital),” 
James 
Groves, 
manager of AHA’s insurance 
and risk management divismn 
in Chicago, said in a tele­ 
phone interview. 
“ But who knows how much 
it would affect the cost of 
that care.” 
One small Georgia hospital 
was cancelled effective Jan. 
23. he said. Other hospitals 
canceled or threatened with 
cancellation are in New Jer­ 
sey, Delaware. Alabama, Mis­ 
sissippi, Louisiana, Arkansas, 
Oklahoma, Tennessee.

the findings on nursing home 
drug practices are among the 
most disturbing they have en­ 
countered in their extensive 
probe of the fast growing nur­ 
sing home industry. 
“We are forced to conclude 
that many older persons, in 
complete 
dependence 
upon 
those responsible 
for their 
care in nursing homes, may 
often actually suffer setbacks 
in physical well-being because

mere than 60 per'cent of 4,400 
California pharmacists repon­ 
ed they had either been ap­ 
proached for a kickback or 
had a positive belief that 
kickbacks were widespread.

chain of nursing homes who 
implored the panel to do so­ 
mething about kickbacks and 
alleged that the.v average 20- 
30 per cent on all prescription 
drugs delivered to the nursing 
home.

In remarks prepared for de­ 
livery' on the Senate floor. 
Cranston said Congress was 
no longer “threatened . . . by 


an overbearing President but

“In these trying times,” he | 
said, 
“a feeble, 
ineffective 
Congress, incapable of reach- j 
ing timely, well-informed de- 1 
cisions, will again see its an* 1 
thority wither away and its 
power forfeited.” 
Cranston said the use of the 
filibuster to block or delay 
legislation 
had 
increased 
sharply in recent years and it 
was necessary to take steps 
to curb its use. 
In 
Senate 
debate 
three 
years ago, Cranston defended 
the two-thirds rule, saving the 
filibuster was n e e d e d to 
block “ precipitous, unwise or 
unconstitutional action by a 
Coneress too subservient to a 
too-powerful President
